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INTRODUCTION 


This bulletin includes statistics for selected items by type-of-farming 
areas. Information tabulated on that basis may often be more useful in a 
study of agricultural problems than information presented on a _ census 
division or provincial basis. 

Census sub-divisions 1/ were grouped into type of farming areas, Four 
primary types were established: livestock specialty, grain specialty, combi- 
nation grain and livestock, and special crops. Each primary type was’ then 
divided into sub-types. For example, when 70 per cent or more of the gross 
farm revenue was obtained from the sale of livestock and livestock products, 
the census sub-division was classified as "Livestock specialty". Within 
this specialty group, when 40 per cent or more of the revenue from the cale 
of livestock and livestock products was obtained from dairy, the sub-type 
was then called "livestock dairy". 

A detailed type-of~farming map for Canada has been prepared and will 
appear in the Atlas of Canada 2/, The map was based on data from the 1951 
Census of Agriculture, prepared by the Economics Division, Canada Department 
of Agriculture in co-operation with the Census Division, Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. An outline map shoving the location and approximate boundaries of 


the type of farming areas was transcribed from the detailed map for this 


bulletin.
